Austin, Tex., January 14.—The senate 
adjourned at 10:30 o'clock tonight with- 
out securing a vote to the proposed 
vestigation of Senator Bailey, after be- 
ing in continuous session since |! o'clock 
today. The adjournment was forced by 
the friends of Senator Bailey by a ma- 
jority of one vote. 

When the senate adjourned last Friday 
umtil Monday, pending action upon the 
part of the house on the resolution to 
investigate Senator Bailey, It was the un- | 
derstanding that the senate would not 
consider the matter in any form until 
this afternoon, and then only in commit- 
tee for future action by the senate. 
Early this morning, however, the investi- 
gation resolution was recalled from the 
committee and a substitute offered there- | 
fore, providing for the appointment of a 
cemmittee to ascertain as to whether or 
net an investigation was in any degree 
neces@ary. 

Bailey Gains a Vote. 

These two resolutions have caused all 
the agitation in the senate today. On 
last Friday the anti-Bailey forces favor- 
ing an investigation had the best of the 
proposition by a majority of two, but 
this morning it was claimed and soon 
seemed to be manifest that the Bailey 
forces had the better of it by one vote, 
absent anti-Bailey man and changed | 
representing the difference. With | 
ondition of affairs confronting them, | 
the Bailey forces tried to rush through 
an adoption of their substitute resolu- 
tion, but were prevented by a debate, 
which was begun early today and still 
eontinues. This is the condition existing 
tonight. 

In the house, Senator Balley’s friends 
had the floor today under the joint 
agreement of Saturday to give both sides 
four rs before a final vote upon the 
proposition. 

Great Crowd in Galleries. 

They consumed all the morning ses- 
sion, but only a few minutes of the 
afternoon, when, on motion of a Bailey 
adherent an adjournment was taken un- 
til tomorrow, that arrangements might 
be perfecteq for Campbell's inauguration 
as governor tomorrow. 

Tonight it seemed to be the general 
opinion that the house will insist upon a 
joint or a separate investigation. The 
senate is considered doubtful.

Panic Caused Was Great. 


“The shooting took place near wmid- 
night. The panic caused by the utterly 
unexpected attack was great. The 
darkness, of course, increased the con- 
fusion. There is conflict of testimony 
On some of the minor points, but every 
essential point is established beyond 
possibility of honest question. The care- 
ful examination of Mr. Purdy, assistant 
to the attorney general, resulted merely 
in strengthening the reports already 
made by the regular army authorities. 
The shooting, it appears, occupied about 
ten minutes, although it may have been 
some minutes more or less. It is Out of 
the question that the fifteen or twenty 
men engaged in the assault could have 
gathered behind the wall of the fort, 
begun firing, some of them on the 
porches of the barracks, gone out into 
the town, fired in the neighborhood of 
two hundred shots in the town and then 
returnei—the total time occupied from 
the time of the first shot to the time 
of their return being somewhere in the 
neighborhood of ten minutes—without 
many of their comrades knowing what 
they had done. Indeed, the fuller de- 
tails, as established by the additional 
evidence taken since I last communi- 
cated with the senate, make it likely 
that there were very few. if any, of the 
sOldiers dismissed who could have been 
ignorant of what occurred. It is well 
nigh impossible that any of the com- 
missioned officers who were at the bar- 
racks. should not have known what 0Oc- 
curred, 

“The additional evidence thus taken 
renders it, in my opinion, impossible to 
question the conclusions upon which my 
order was based. I have gone most care- 
fully over every issue of law and fact 
that has been raised. I am now satisfied 
that the effect of my order dismissing 
these men without honor was not to bar 
them from all civil employment under 
the government, and therefore that the 
part of the order which consisted of a 
declaration to this effect was lacking in 
validity, and I have directed that such 
portion be revoked . As to the rest of 
the order, dismissing the individuals in 
question without honor, and declaring 
the effect of such discharge under. the 
law and. regulations to be a bar to their 
future reenlistment either in the army 
of the navy, there is no doubt of con- 
stitutiona] and legal power. 


Order in Roosevelt’s Discretion. 
“The order was within my discretion, 
under the constitution; the laws cannot 
be reviewed reversed save by an- 
other executive order. The facts did 
not merely warrant the action I took;

Ma- 
con growers generally are somewhat 
anxious. They are certain that if the 
trees put out in full bloom at this 
time there will be no chance for acrop 
during the coming season. The weather 
is ideal and throughout central and 
south Georgia the appearances are al- 
ready those of early spring. 

The general impression in Macon is 
that the fine weather is sure to cost the 
fruit growers hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. Only rapid changes will save the 
peaches.

“The department of justice has receiv- 
ed details of a peculiarly atrocious case | 
of peonage alleged to have occurred ir | 
Rankin county, Miss. It appears from | 
testimony taken before a United States | 
commissioner that a negro named- Dan 
January was in debt to one Levi D. Car- 
ter, a white farmer. Carter, with some 
companions, seized January, bound him | 
hand and foot, and beat him most bru- | 
tally, the assailants taking t'irns in do- 
ing so until they were exhausted, and | 
their victim uncons: ious. January's | 
children having removed him to his 
bought them, paying Carter about $1,000, 
the next day, produced a rope and threat- 
ened to hang him unless he consented 
to be sold, with his entire family, 

Family Sold for $1,000. 

Another white farmer, named Patrick, 
boughtt hem, paying Carter about $1,000. 
Patrick, Carter and two of the latter's 
accomplices, named respectively Williams | 
and King, were arrested; but Patrick | 
was dischargeqg at the hearing, as Janu- 
ary testified that he had not been forci- 
bly detained by any of them in captivity, 
“Carter, whom the evidence depicts ?n 
a most revolting light. was held for ex- | 
amination, and gave bail in $3,000, and 
his companions were also held for the 
grand jury in less amounts. [In Missis- 
Sippi the victims of these outrages ap- 
pear to be all negroes, but Assistant: At- 
torney General Russej. now is in Florida, 
engaged in prosecuting a number of of- 
fenders under the peonage laws, who 
have held white laborers {fn captivity, 
and it is said treated them with gross 
barbarity.’’

Witham Versus Carmegie. 

The Carnegie trust fund of $10,000.- 
000 established to assist young men 
of small means through the large 
Scottish univertities, has fallen upon 
rather an adverse fate. 
unreservedly, takes the atti- 
‘tude that far from accomplishing the 
end for which it was founded, the 
‘fund is a positively pernicious in- 
| ‘fluence in Scottish university life. 
'The Scottish press, really in a posi- 
tion to pass judgment more intelli- 
gently, is hardly more cordial in its 
‘reference to the endowment. 

The principal indictments charged 
against the fund are these: 

That a host of young men, amply 
able to defray their own educational 
from their private purses, 
accept the benefits of the fund and 
Squander the sums sent them from 
home. 

That the plenitude of money 
(Caused the college professors to raise 
‘their fees and become less earnest in 
the discharge of their duties. 

That the “Scottish student is losing 
his self-reliance, his Sturdy independ- 
ence and his capacity for study under 
difficulties, and the whole nature 
Scottish university training ts under- 
' going a change for the worse.” 

These weaknesses sufficient 
‘themselves to defeat the entire pur- 
of the endowment, could not 
‘exist were the latter stringently ad- 
/ministered after the fashion of the 
Joseph E. Brown, the W. 8. Witham 
and other educational endowments in 
Georgia. 

Several weeks ago we drew atten- 
‘tion to the fact that Mr. W. S& With- 
am, of this city, had endowed five 
different educational institutions in 
with various funds the in- 
terest from which was to be extended 
as loans to deserving young men and 
‘women = students. A similar. trust
